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Agricultural Crew 
Leader Fined For 
Failure To Register 


“The first agricultural crew lead- 
er has been convicetd for failure 
to register under the. Federal Farm 
Labor Contractor Registration Act. 

The Florida crew leader,. Miss 
Bernetha Williams, was fined and 
put’ on probation for a year by a 
Federal court, in Scranton, Pennsyl- 
vania. Miss Williams. failed to 
register with the.Federal Govern- 
ment as an interstate crew leader 
and had no accident insurance on 
the bus she used to transport the 
migrant workers in the crew. 

It. was a bus accident that 

brought about the crew leader's 
apprehension. . The bus carrying 21 
migrant workers to work in the 
tomato fields near Bloomberg, Pen- 
nsylvania was involved ‘in an ac- 
cident in which. 17. were injured 
anû one person was killed. 
\ Inthe probe which . followed, 
Federal investigators learned that 
the leader had failed to comply 
with the law. 

“The ‘Farm Labor > Contractor 
Registration Act seeks to improve 
working and living conditions for 
migratory agriculture workers by 
requiring crew leaders to register 
‘annually with the U. S. Depart- 
ment.of Labor. They. are also re- 
quired to meet standards in re- 
cruiting and transporting workers, 
oné of which is maintenance of in- 


transport workers. : 

About 2,000 crew ‘leaders and 
their regular employees have reg- 
istered this year under the law 
which has been in effect since 1965.

The spent. donua gain in elec- 
tric production since 1959 was reg- 
istered by Florida plants last year 
with a 13 per cenb increase over 
1965, the Florida State Chamber 
of Commerce reported in its Week- 
ly Business Review released re- 
cently. 

“Annual gains in electric energy 
are usually larger than other Flor- 
ida growth indicators, however the 
volume of electricity generated is 
a reliable bellwether of economic 
trends. During the interval, 1959- 
1966, annual gains in electric pro- 
duction in the state have not fallen 
below 8 per cent.
